was originated by Wirth.,, He asked the National League of Ger- 
man Industries to consent and their ratification has just.been 
received. 


According to the story told by mem I 


bers of this league, Hugo Stinnes, the 
industrial dictator of Germany, al- 
ready has placed a. scheme for' Ger- 
man, English and American cooper- 
ation for the reconstruction of Russia 


--before Premier Lloyd 
George in 


London. 
Stinnes, according to these mem- 


bers, told the league ho had several 
conferences with Lloyd Ceo-ge dur- 
ing his flying visits. He reported, that 
the situation existing in England re- 
garding German credits is "most 
pessimistic."

saying.

Washington.—America has decided to join hands with 


other powers of the world ill an effort to stabilize international 
exchange. 


The United States government has accepted the invitation of 


the allied governments to be represented at a conference to beld 
abroad in the near future at which the whole question of exchange 
will be'examined. 


This is the most important step inl 


the direction of financial readjustment 
which has been1 taken since the armis- 
tice. If successful, 
tho movement 


may have a far reaching effect upon 
tl-a revival of business in America 
and particularly in. tho restoration of 
markets, for the sale of American 
agricultural 
and 
manufactured 


products'. 
) 


For a. long time there has been a 


persistent effort on the part of Euro- 
pean countries to elicit America's in- 
terest in .an international financial 
conference. There lias even been a. 
suggestion that the' question of the 
war debts of the allies might bo dis- 
cussed at'the armament conference at 
Washington but this idea has been 
abandoned. The movement to recon- 
struct the world's finances will be a 
slow and evolutionary one and will 
'not be .confined to a. single, conference 
but to a" series of meetings which may 
take,the better part 6f<a year.'The 
whole .thing', is the'jOUtgrpwttr of the 
recommendations made a£(.the'last in- 
ternational coftfcrenee'a't /Brusels but 
it now has'tho moral support of the 
United States government 
which 


moans that more results will be 
accomplished. 


MAY CHOOSE BANKERS 
1 Just^who-the^Amencan representa- 
tives will be is not known but un- 
doubtedly some, banker or bankers of 
prominence, i These" men will be in 
the nature of observers and will not 
be authorized to' conclude any agree- 
ments binding the United States but 
will explore the whole field and bring 
back to this country recommendations 
which might'be laid before American 
bankers in,a series .of references 
sucli as President Hafdlng\jj.|d at the 
Whito house last spring. 
It-may be taken for granted that 


the Harding administration has em- 
barked upon a policy of cooperation 
with' other governments not merely 
for the reduction "of armament bur- 
dens and the settlement of sucli po- 
litical matters as\listurb the peace of 
the .Far East, but financial questions 
which -have been hanging in the air 
ever sinco the war ended and which 
admittedly have done more to disturb 
business conditions everywere tlian 
any other single factor. Tho drop in 
exchange' has prevented America, from 
selling "her goods abroad. AH sorts of 
artificial measures to relieve cxcliange 
bave been suggested but the tendency 
now is to avoid experimental measures 
and go to the root of the trouble. 


NEED GUARANTEES 


Tho United States, of course, being 


a creditor nation docs not have to 
guarantee the assets of its own busi- 
ness men but is deeply Interested in 
seeing some guarantee made by the 
governments of other countries with 
which American exporters: do busi 
ness. Obviously the extension of 
credit by an American merchant to a 
business man in Austria, would be a 
nsky thing, but if the government of 
Austria issues a guarantee which in 
turn is protected by all the available 
assets of Austria, the risk to the 
American business man would be 
minimized. This plan has been ap 
proved In Great Britain and France 
l.ut without the membership of the 
United States the whole fiscal situa- 
tion has beon held in abeyance. Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, of Nebraska. has been 
active 5n urging a solution and has 
brought forward n. plan for an inter- 
national bank 
through 
which the 


whole world could clear its business.

The 'American'people knowihat its gov- 


ernment is disposed, to be just in its inter- 
national relations and in its attempt to fix

armament. They know that the'Hughes 
plan has been conceived in a spirit of fair- 
3ie.ss and iu a sincere desire to lift the load 
>of oppressive armament from the backs of 
the people and to turn the forces of pro- 
duction into more constructive -ways. 
There can be no question, that the allot- 
ments accorded to both Great Britain and 
the United States are lower, measured in 
terms even of national requirements and 
security, than the percentage to Japan. 
To permit the Japanese viewpoint to pre- 
vail at Washington would go Jar toward 
frustrating the purposes of this gr^at gath- 
criug and would militate against other 
and futnrr understandings. The Anglo- 
'American viewpoint is the one that should 
gox-orn. and there cau be no question that 
if it is insisted upon, as we believe it will 
be. it will be adopted.

Callus on Foot

Can you suggest something to relieve large callus 


formations on the bottoms of my feet?—(\V. H. T.) 


Answer—They depend in many cases on distor- 


tion of the foot from wearing narrow shoes or point- 
ed shoes or both. Paint the callus each night for 
two or three weeks if necessary with this corn-soft- 
ening liquid: 
• 


Salicylic acid 
30 grains 


Flexible collodion 
one half ounce 


(This must be kept tightly corked, or it will 
evaporate and thicken.) 


When the callus is on the center of the ball of the 


foot, where there should be a crease, it is usually 
a sign of broken down transverse arch, and it is 
advisable not only to wear suitably broad soled and 
broad toed shoes, but to wear a pad of felt at least 
one-eight inch in thickness, two inches long, one 
inch wide, lengthwise on the ball of the foot, or 
have the shoemaker place in the sole of the shoo a 
leather pad.
